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The lK«ul fax Bill. 

Leader Perkloe Introduced an amend* 
oaent to bto equal tax bill Monday la the 
Aeeembly by ebaoging the time when 
the flrat atep under It shall be taken 
from Kerch 1 to May 1. Under a aue* 
penelon of the rulee, Mr. Perkins had 
the bill put back on seoond reading, 
amended and panned on third reading. 
Another amendment to the el ease, pro¬ 
viding that the amount rained by the 
MU should be peld to the Stete for gen¬ 
eral State purpoeee, 'wee emended by 
atrtktng out the word* "for general State 
• purpoeee.’’ Tble was made neceeaary 
by the Martin amendment to tfci bill, 
which wee made In the committee before 
It waa reported, providing that the 
second-class railroad property should 
bn aaseeeed under tbs act, and the 
amount derived therefrom eball be paid 
to each of the Using districts of the 
Bute. Other slight cheagea were made 
to conform to tbeed amendments, and 
aometypographlcal errors were corrected. 
The bill will be sent to the Senate at 
once, where prompt action on It Is ez 
peeled. 

Mr. Perkloe evidently changed his 
mind se to the time for Introducing hie 
promised measure for the distribution 
of tbs tax raised by his equal tax bill. 
Last week be said he would Introduce 
aucb a measure, but not untU the Senate 
had disposed of hli bill, so that there 
might be no dlstn/baDoe over the matter 
of distribution »/ntll the main question 
of raising the tax had been settled. On 
Monday night, however, he introduced 
a distribution measure, which provides 
that tax assessed oa railroad and canal 
property, after deducting therefrom ooe- 
Jkelf of one per centum of the real valu¬ 
ation of the property bn which- said ts 
shell be aeeeesed, the balance shall be 
devoted to the miilntenance and ajnpport 
of the public schools, and shall be ap¬ 
portioned annually on or before February 
1 among the several counties by the 
8Ute Oomproller In proportion to the 
amount of taxable real eslate arid per¬ 
sonal estate In each oounty, as sbqirn by 
the last abstract of raUbtea from each 
oounty as made out by the several boards 


of assessors and ‘filed with the comp*

"This leglelatlos hae been along the 
Use of establishing n eo-pa rti sa n excise 
to thc^tftffacast munlcfpalittea, and of 
putting to their ebarga the sole power 
to Issue 11 censes end to regulate and 
restrict the eels of liquors. Lews upon 
this csfefeet have been passed at various 
times a^d have been declared unoonatl 
rations^ by our highest courts unti 
now there stand upon the statute books 
ample laws enabling every municipality, 
large or small, by the wlU of a majority 
of Its voters to place the licensing 
power qtelaclvely in a non-partisan 
excise bqtrd, In the two large cities to 
be appointed by the mayor, la all other 
municipalities to be appointed by the 
judge of the Court of Common Fleas Id 
the county. 

“ The appointment of these boards is 
compulsory In Newark and Jersey City, 
and in otfjer municipalities at the option 
of the gjgfvernlng body, wbleb Is, of 
coarse, elective and therefore obedient 
to the will of the majority of the local¬ 
ity, Many such boards have been 
established in tbs various municipalities 
of the State. Judge Skinner stated that 
In appointing snob a board for the olty 
of Orange|be was able to command the 
service of the best cltlxens of that olty. 
The same baa been the experience In 
Morristown and Dover, which are within 
my own knowledge. In the former, for 
several years, one of the members of the 
excise board was a clergyman. All of 
them have been prominent gentlemen 
of publlo spirit and with philanthropic 
motives, who belug vested with auto¬ 
cratic power hare been able to absolute¬ 
ly control the liquor trade according to 
the moet rigid requirements of public 
sentiment, refusing licenses to unworthy 
men, restricting the number of lloenses, 
limiting the localities, and In many 
other ways holding the trade to a much 
stricter accountability than oould be 
secured through the enforcement of 
penal laws. In all these communities 
the regulation and control of the liquor 
trade hae been In aooordanoe with the 
best sentiment of the people, and has 
entirely satiated the desires of all who 
are not absolute prohibltlonrisla. The 
party llnea have been drawn without 
reference to the liquor question, and 
local offices ate filled and publlo policies 
determined without prejudice or em¬ 
barrassment on aoeouni of that question. 
There Is no demand In any of these 
localities for any change In the liquor 
law—least of all one hat would force 
the * saloon into politic*' again. 

"Every thinking man who under¬ 
stands human nature most agree that 
the enactment of a local option law 
would foroe the liquor question back

"Under all these circumstances, 
respectfully submit to the members of 
tble committee and the other members 
of the Legislature that they should not 
enact any such bill aa this UDt>l the 
people at the polls have plainly indloa* 
ted thkt they wish a reversal of theli 
former policy and desire such a law, 
and that they are justified lu declining 
to oonalder It no Hi the people have un> 
mlatakably expressed euoh desire either 
at the polls or In their party platforms. 
Until by some such expression the pen. 
pla have indicated that they desire 
change of the present status legislator* 
are justified In — uming that they hav* 
no authority from their constituents to 
vote In favor of so radlosl a obange In 
State policy, no matter how urgent may 
be the personal appeal of the compara¬ 
tively few supporters of this bill.”

Candidates for 
office must take their stand pro and con 
and must succeed or fall according as 
the sentiment of tbe community may be 
with them or against them on, this 
question. Good men otherwise avail, 
able thus beoome ineligible for offloe, 
and the publlo service suffers accord¬ 
ingly. The determination of publlo 
questions is trammelled and embarrass¬ 
ed to the Injury of the State. 

“ This bill a great many of our citl- 
seos would oonalder, and properly, as 
discriminating between the rich and tbe 
poor. Where effective, it prohibits tbe 
sale of liquors In public places, but 
permits their free consumption in 
prl vale houses. Bssr Is tbs poor man's 
wine. Hs has neither tbe capital nor 
tbe faollltiss to keep a supply in bis 
house and le dependent upon tbs sa¬ 
loons. There he meets his friends; 
there st the end df hie day’s work he eo- 
Joya tbe refreshment of an tonooent glass 
°f beer. This bill may deny tbto 
right. The rich man may keep hte 
stock of wines sad liquors, may drink 
them as be sees lit, and may give them 
to hie friends. He Is denied nothing by 
this bllL Tbs poor man will consider 
that he Is disorlmtoated against. Hs 
will feel that tbto bill means prohibition 
for the poor and local option only for 
the Hob, with emphasis on the option. 
He will call It data lsgtolattot, Any
